This  third  part  of  the  survey  of  the  contributions  on  vertebrate  zoology  in  the 
Scottish  Naturalist  covers  the  first  twenty-five  years  of  the  20th  century,  from 
1901  to  1925.  The  first  two  parts  dealt  with  the  Introduction  (Gibson,  1998a)  and 
the  thirty  years  from  the  commencement  of  the  journal  in  1871  until  1900  (Gibson, 
1998b). 

The  first  quarter  of  the  20th  century  was  a period  when  activity  in  the  recording 
of  new  information  and  discoveries  about  the  distribution  of  the  Scottish  fauna  was 
particularly  intense;  in  fact  the  pages  of  the  national  journal  from  1901  to  1925 
contain  over  2,000  items.  In  view  of  the  size  of  this  contribution  it  has  been 
decided  to  divide  the  section  into  two  parts,  and  the  obvious  demarcation  comes  at 
the  end  of  1911,  when  the  journal's  name  of  the  Annals  of  Scottish  Natural 
History  was  changed  and  the  original  name  of  the  Scottish  Naturalist  was 
restored. 

From  1892  to  1911  the  Annals  of  Scottish  Natural  History , published  four 
times  each  year  in  January,  April,  July  and  October  (not  initially  three  times  a year 
as  incorrectly  stated  in  the  1948  editorial),  prospered  under  the  benevolent 
ownership  of  Dr.  J.A.  Harvie-Brown,  with  the  remarkably  talented  editorial 
partnership  of  J.A.  Harvie-Brown,  James  W.H  Trail  and  William  Eagle  Clarke. 

At  the  end  of  191 1 Harvie-Brown,  largely  because  of  increasingly  failing  health, 
gave  up  the  ownership  of  the  journal,  which  passed  to  Messrs  Oliver  and  Boyd  in 
1912.  The  journal's  original  name  of  the  Scottish  Naturalist  was  restored,  and  the 
journal  was  published  monthly  from  1912  until  the  end  of  1918,  when  it  was 
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published  bi-monthly  until  it  temporarily  ceased  publication  in  1939  for  the 
duration  of  the  second  world  war. 

This  section,  from  1901  to  1911,  therefore  covers  the  last  years  of  the  Annals 
of  Scottish  Natural  History.  The  second  section,  the  years  of  the  Scottish 
Naturalist  from  1912  to  1925,  will  follow  in  Volume  113  (2001). 

As  before,  in  this  section  from  1901  to  1925  all  items  are  listed  in  chronological 
order,  and  are  referenced  by  name  of  journal,  year  of  publication,  and  pagination; 
no  volume  numbers  were  actually  issued  from  1892  to  1939.
